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Families need help 


on drug problem 


Society is greatly troubled by wide-spread reports of 
the use of drugs in harmful ways, This concern arises 
from the fact that we do not now have to go to the under- 
world to find people who abuse drugs, but come upon 
them in all social classes and in all economic divisions, 

No clear guidance is at hand about what steps to take, 
The general ignorance: about the nature and effect of 
various drugs may be traced to the moral detestation 
most people have of the improper use ofdrugs, and their 
consequent inclination not to think about this unpalatable 
subject, Without information about the incidence of the 
habit, and about the legal, medical and social treatment 
of it, and the causes that give rise to it, people are at a 
loss, 

There is, however, a healthy spirit in Canada of dis- 
belief in drugs as the answer to weak knees and sick 
souls, As individuals and as a nation we cannot allow 
ourselves to sink into the position forecast by Aldous 
Huxley in his Brave New World where all we need to do 
if we feel worried, anxious, or upset is to take a pill. 

Nevertheless, we are conscious that some people 
find it easier to turn to chemical comfort than to learn 
to handle their problems in a mature way. 

What is the condition of the person who allows him- 
self to become dependent upon drugs? It was strikingly 
described by Dr, S, J. Holmes, Consultant Psychiatrist 
with the Alcoholism and Drug Addiction Research 
Foundation of Ontario, 

‘We can depict man’s moods as an ever-changing 
pattern or spectrum, From hour to hour, influenced by 
inner and outer events, man’s ego moves to and fro across 
this spectrum, At‘one end of the spectrum lies melan- 
cholia or depression; at the other end is maniaor 
extreme agitation, A normal person stays in the middle 
range, straying into the extreme regions only rarely; 
if and when he does enter these regions, his social, 
psychological, endocrine and other biochemical factors 
adjust, and harmony occurs, In the emotionally sick 
person this healthy adjustment does not take place, The 
person at the agitated end of the spectrum is tense and 
anxious, and will respond to a drug that will soothe or 
tranquilize; the person at the opposite end, whose load 
of depression is so heavy that he can’t raise his head 
and whose life is empty, meaningless, valueless and 
void, will respond to a mood elevator.” 

In other words, an individual takes drugs because 
they offer an easy short-cut way of escape from the 
reality in which his is involved, 

We must be careful in our application of the word 
‘drug’, A drug is anything used as a medicine, and 
the preparation of drugs has been an honourable pro- 
fession for many centuries, 

However, drugs are not always taken with common 
sense, They are used by people who feel small in the 
face of the complexities of life, by people who seek a 
temporary feeling of importance, by people who wish 
to depress their anxiety or to raise their spirits, or 
by people who desire to experience hallucinations, 

UNAW ARE OF DANGER 


Ignorance is the cause of much distress due t 
People are unaware of the serious danger t sir 
personality that can result from habituation, or even 


the smallest uncontrolled experiment with psychoactive 
drugs such as LSD and STP, Many young people have 
said that they might not have been curious enough to 
try drugs if they had known more about them, 

One thing is certain, If young people on the verge 
of becoming dependent upon a drug for relief from 
this or that physical or psychological distress felt 
free to visit a doctor without a feeling of guilt and 
without fearing that they would be rediculed, lectured, 
sermonized, or punished, there would be less danger 
of addiction, Medical people are, in the tradition of 
their profession, eager and willing to lend assis'ance 


and leadership, It must be made known to the young 
people that the help will be given without censure, 
FAMILY RESPONSIBILIT Y 

There is a general belief that much of the venture 
into drugetaking among young people steins frc in- 
satisfying family life, At some stage, t! oung person 
has failed to find in his family that d ee of under- 
standing he expected.

Wise parents will welcome the warn and r id 
to it intelligently. They will not rant at ‘veir children, 
but will first take a critical look at the state of their 
family as a family, They will inquire into their own 


behaviour,

on to correct the defects, They will seek the help of 
professionally qualified people for the rehabilitation of 
their children, They will rebuild the fam\ly as a house- 
hold distinguished for its mutual interests, its close 
relationships, its affectionate loyalties, its bond of union 
in which the welfare of every member, whatever his

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Nurses training termed 


medieval apprenticeship 


An associate professor of 
medicine at the University 
Hospital recently levelled a 
blast at our educational in- 
stitutions and followed up 
with the claim that nursing 
training is one of the few 
surviving examples of med- 
leval apprenticeship. 

_ Dr, RF. Taylor, speak- 
ing tn the St, Albert Chapter 
of the Alberta Association 
of Registered Nurses, 
rapped our educational in- 
stitutions for a system of 
education that allows little 
in the way of action but 
plenty in the way of bore- 
dom, 

“Youngsters are being 
exploited,”” he said. ‘They 
are unwittingly being 
brought through the schools 
and universities as sacrifi- 
ces to the industrial mili- 
tary superstate, 

‘*Then, like any exploited 
class, they revolt, and their 
weapons are dropping out, 
outlandish dress, long hair, 
rude electronic noises and 
sexual promiscuity and pot’? 

He said young people of 
today do not want the unti- 
versities to exist soley for 
the purpose of training them 
to run companies, design 
industrial and military 
machines and manipulate 
others. 

‘“‘They want more of the 
humanities, more about in- 
terpersonal relationships, 
sociology, anthropology, 
creative arts, and they want 
this kind of instruction to 
come from sensitive people 
who have been there, not 
just lectures read from a 
text book,’’ 


Clothing 


fires 
can be 


reduced

Since we are not able to 
get along without using fire, 
we have to know more about 
protecting ourselves from 
fire, Thanks to technical 
advancement in the produc- 
tion of fire retardant chem- 
ieals, the hazard of cloth- 
{ng burns can be greatly 
reduced, The time may even 
come when certain clothing 
will be required by law to 
be flame retardant, This 
could first apply to child- 
ren’s clothing and also to 
clothing worn by incapaci- 
tated persons, 

In the Fire Commission- 
er’s office of Alberta we 
have several case records 
following investigation 
of deaths by fire in Institu- 
tions where patients’ dress- 
ing gowns and bed covers 
that were readily {gnited by 
matches or cigarettes have 
been the main cause of death 
following serious burns, Al- 
so in cur records we note 
that when children play with 
matches, the danger oftheir 
clothing catching fire is 
critical. 


Dr. Taylor said, however, 
that ‘‘the greatest abuse is 
not in our secondary schools 
and universities, but in 
schools for nursing.’’ 

“We take girls from high 
school and plunk them intoa 
big metropolitan hospital,’’ 
he said, ‘‘The pitch is that 
we are about to give them 
a profession and atthe same 
time educate them alittle -- 
work in the wards and get a 
smattering of microbiology. 

‘In three years we grad- 
uate the RN, The hospital 
has renewed its labor force. 
But what about the girl her- 
self? A profession perhaps 
-- but the lowest paid of all 
but education, 


‘While other girls of like 
intelligence and personality 
are at college getting at 
least a smattering of liber- 
al education, student nurses 
are serving a medieval app- 
renticeship, 

‘*They’ve probably lost 
the last opportunity to 
develop new persons, 
They'll take technical com- 
petence with them to their 
work but in society they 
may well be arrested at 
the intellectual level of a 
high school grad, 

“It’s a disgrace,’’ Dr, 
Taylor said, “that we 
couldn’t postpone training 
long enough to spend some 
time educating.’’
